Julius Chanek, 607 Melrose street, 

a Chicago salesman for the Manhattan 
Soap company of New York, is under 
arrest here on a charge of conspiracy 
as the result of the discovery of a sys- 
tem by which, it is alleged, he had been 
stealing company funds for four years.

Watches United States Progress. 

“As an American,” Dr. Alvear says, 
“I have watched with great joy the 
progress of your land, which, born a 
free country only a few years before 
our own, has attained a preéminent 
place in world affairs.” 

Dr. Alvear recalls how Argentina 
modeled ite constitution after that of 
the United States of America. He 
avows himself a believer in the in. 
stitutions of self-government. “ Na- 
tions are not called into being to serve 
parties,” he says. “But parties to 
serve nations.” 

“The. progress of the United States, 
he believes, will engender progress in 
every American nation. The economic 
destiny and health of all American 
nations intertwine. The president is 
looking forward to more extensive 
American investments in the Argen- 
tine. Particularly loans for good roads. 

The president today has a project 
before congress for the construction 
of highways. He hopes, when it is 
adopted, that the capital will be found 
in the United States. He points to 
the keystone of our growing trade 
with his country when he suggests

mean for our manufacturers of motor 
cars. 

The next century must be a cen- 
tury of unexampled progress for the 
Argentine republic, he remarks. The 
enormous resources of the nation must 
attain full development.

We touch on the fact that Dr. Al- 
vear's administration is drawing to a 
close. The president characterizes his 
administration as one of sound busi- 
ness principles. Despite the deficit 
existing when he took office, despite 
an adverse trade balance, he has built 
up a surplus in the treasury. Argen- 
tine money is strong in the world to- 
day. Dr. Alvear’s administration has 
encouraged public works, and will hand 
on this tradition to its successors. 

Country Restored to Calm. 

There had been serious social dis- 
turbances previous to Dr. Alvear’s ac- 
cession to office.

Hurley Writes Coolidge. 

Approval of President Coolidge’s pol 
icy of encouraging a privately owned 
merchant marine was expressed dur- 
ing the day by Edward N. Hurley of 
Chicago, former chairman of the ship- 
ping board, in a letter to the President. 

Mr. Hurley suggested the establish- 
ment of a supervisory body to fix and 


trade similar to the interstate com- 
merce commission in its relation to the 
railroads. He also reiterated his previ- 
ous proposal that congress establish a 
revolving fund of $500,000,000 for loans 
te private companies at a low rate of 
fnterest to aid in the building of mod- 
ern freight and passenger ships. 

“ We have today forceful leaders in 
shipping, railroading and business,” 


eaid Mr. Hurley in his letter, “ who, if

encouraged by slight concessions from 
congress in the way of lending money 
at a low rate of interest, could build 
modern vessels, in harmony with your 
views, and establish on a sound and 
profitable basis a private American 
merchant marine, able to compete suc- 
cessfully in carrying the trade of the 


Waging Losing Fight. 

Mr. Hurley asserted that under 
existing conditions this country is 
waging a losing fight against the 
highly efficient European shipping 
lines. 

“There is only one way in which a 
merchant marine can be maintained,” 
he wrote. “That is by its receiving 
sufficient revenue over and above the 
cost of operation, to pay a fair re 
turn on the capital invested, and to 
provide the necessary depreciation for 
replacements. 

“If private capital is invested in 
American ships, there is no question 
but that they will be more efficiently 
managed than if government owned.

maitain a competitive position at sea.”

Now’s the Time 
for Hunter to 
War on Vermin 


BY BOB BECKER. 
The end of January sees the finish 
of practically all game bird and mam- 
mal hunting in the middle western 
states. Indiana closed its rabbit sea- 
son Jan. 10 and MTlinois prohibits 
hunting of cottontails after Jan. 31. 
Michigan permits the killing of snow- 
shoe hares and jac krabbits in the 
lower peninsula until Feb. 15, but the 
cottontails are protected after Jan. 31. 
With the hunting of game birds and 
mammals not allowed the sportsman 
need not lay aside his gun, however, | 
as crusades against vermin can be 
made during February. Every cam- 
paign of this sort is a practical aid 
to conservation. Those who have not 
given this subject of vermin much at- 
tention do not appreciate the destruc- 
tion of game wrought each year by 
hawks, crows, foxes, skunks, weasels, 
opossumns, and, last but not least, the 
homeless roving street cats. Not only 
adult living birds, but nests and 
young birds are wiped out by the at- 
tacks of vermin and entire coveys of 
quai] may be exterminated through 
the activities of some worthless 
prowler. 
When you call the ‘roll of the vermin 
class it is best to show the least 
sympathy for the last named mem- 
ber on the list. The common house 
cat driven by necessity to the fields 
to seek its Mving is terribly destruc- 
tive. Note the bird killing ability of 
@ pet house cat even when it is fed 
and taken care of. Then figure the 
slaying they do when they are turned 
loose and are obliged to get all their 
food by hunting.

Women Denatiil 
Legal Right to 


Serve on Juries 


But They Admit They Do 
Not Crave Privilege.

Illinois women do not like the idea 

of serving on juries. They abhor

Theh why 
discriminate?” 

Voices from the floor, stating that 
women would not appear if called fer 
jury service, were answered with 
vigor by Mrs. Charles J. Trainor of 
the citizenship training committee of 
the Chicago and Cock county Feder- 
ation of Women’s Organizations. 


“We are not asking to serve be 
cause we are women,” she asserted, 
“but because it should be our privi- 
lege as citizens. We would be subject 
to the same exemptions as men, na- 
turally. But we want the disability to 
serve removed. We as citizens should 
not be barred because we are women.”
